Generations Fund 


Halfway to Goal 


Eleven months after it was officially 
announced, the Auburn Generations Fund 
is halfway to its $61.7 million goal. The 
largest fund drive ever undertaken by a 
public university in the South, the Auburn 
Generations Fund already had $21 million 
committed at its official kickoff last October 
30. Included in that figure was $672,000 
pledged by faculty and staff during a family 
fund campaign earlier in the year. 

“Thanks to the generosity of our alumni 
and friends, including foundations and 
corporations, commitments are coming in 
at a rate of $1 million a month,” said Presi- 
dent Hanly Funderburk, announcing the 
halfway mark has been reached. “More 
than $31 million has been committed and 
results are being felt throughout the cam- 
pus.” The campaign will continue another 
two years, moving across Alabama and the 
nation to give all Auburn friends and 
alumni a chance to participate. 

During the spring and summer, cam- 
paigns have been underway in the Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery areas as well as 
in Lee, Dallas, Lowndes, Chambers, and 
Russell Counties. Several local campaigns 


_will conclude at the end of October, and 


others will begin. 

On September 1, the Auburn Genera-. 
tions Fund announced that alumni and 
friends in the Birmingham area had con- 
tributed more than $9 million in phase | of 
that campaign. On September 23, alumni 
in Dallas County celebrated the $904,455 
in gifts for Auburn to come inso far in that 
county. (The Dallas County total is expected 
to increase substantially by the conclusion 
of the drive at the end of the year. Some 
other campaigns will be announcing gift 
totals in October.)

Auburn Begins 
Fiscal Year 
In Proration 


The week before the new budget for 
Auburn and other facets of education in 
Alabama was to go into effect, Gov. Fob 
James announced that the State Education 
Budget would begin the year in ten percent 
proration. The proration is due to the lack 
of funds coming into the Special Education 
Trust Fund from sales and income taxes. 

The ten percent proration reduces any 
overall appropriation increases for Auburn 
to less than two percent and eliminates any 
faculty and staff raises which were sche- 


‘duled to go into effect with October Pa 
checks. 

University deans and directors had the 
unenviable task September 29 of telling al 
their employees who were scheduled me 
raises (most at six percent) that nothin 
extra would show up in the October pay 
check. Salary increases will be Postponed 
until the budget is out of proration—jf ot 
revenues increase later in the fisca] year 
and make that possible.

The late Dr. Frank L. Owsley '11 and } 
Madison Jones, Alumni Writer-in-Resj- 
dence, are two of the first five people to be 
inducted into the new Alabama Academy _ 
of Distinguished Authors. The Academy 
has been established at Samford University 
to recognize Alabama authors who have 
contributed significantly to the written 
heritage of Alabama and the nation. 

Dr. Owsley achieved eminence as a his- 
torian at Vanderbilt University (1920. 
1949) and the University of Alabama 
(1949-1956). He was a member of the 
group of writers at Vanderbilt during the 
Twenties known as the Agrarians and con- . 
tributed to the celebrated volume of essays |

Doctoral Program 
In Economics 
Now Offered 


Following the approval of the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education on 
August 20, Auburn now offers an interde- 
partmental doctorate in economics. 

Emphasis in the new Ph.D. program is 
applied economics and involves the depart- 
ments of Agricultural Economics and Rural

admissions. In addition to department heads 
J.H. Yeager of agricultural economics, 
Robert Hebert of economics, and E.F.

In the first year of the projected three- 
year program, students will take course 
work in economic theory and quantitative 
methods.

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A Natural Miracle

Nothing else in life has given me more pure 
delight than the return of the wild deer to Alabama. 
On the whole, I think that I am happy that they came 
back in large numbers only in my later years. Had 
they come much earlier, I might have become a 
hunter instead of a watcher. Now I just look for 
them, observe them as long as possible, and go on my 
way with a buoyant heart after each sighting. 

There is something about the 
pleasure of deer watching that | 
cannot explain—a child-like thrill 
that defies’ logical analysis. And 
beyond that, I can’t even decide 
which kind of deer sighting pleases 
me most. — | 

Occasionally, a lone doe will browse 
| across my yard and wander away 

into the forest. Sometimes, a small herd of three, 
four, five, six, or seven does—or of does and fawns-— 
will nibble at the grass and buds around my house for 
an hour or more, if I sit perfectly still or move about 
cautiously far back from the windows. Upon. rare 
occasions a buck will accompany the herd, and even 
more rarely, a lone buck will parade actoss the outer 
reaches of my lawn. 

Just sitting and watching them graze or nuzzle 
each other peacefully provides me with a sense of 
deep tranquility. But that pleasure does not exceed 
the thrill that occurs when some sudden movement 
or sound sends them flying, out-racing the wind with 
tails erect and shining white as blown snow. 

Since I must wind through several miles of wood- 
land on my way to either Auburn or Opelika, I see 
even more deer on my way to and from town than | 
do at home. Usually the sight and sound of my car 
sends them fleeing away—bounding over banks, 
floating over fences, flying into the woodland. But 
sometimes I see them soon enough to idle down and 
cruise by without ever sending them scampering. 

And sometimes to my surprise and delight I finda 
deer wandering deep in the residential groves of 
Auburn and Opelika. The biggest buck with the most 
magnificent rack I have ever seen was strolling along 
the edge of Oakbowery Road about one-hundered 
yards north of Blackhawk: Drive in: Opelika. The 
second largest scrambled into a grove of young pines 
as | came down off Shug Jordan Parkway to Alabama 
Highway 14 in Auburn. silk. 

Spotting a big buck with a huge rack, of course, 

| provides the hunter his ultimate thrill. But as a 
_» watcher I am about equally delighted with the sight- 
ing of any deer—with the possible exception of a 
special surge of joy when I spy a little spotted fawn. 
Despite my devotion to deer watching, I know 
very little in a factual or scientific way about these 
gentle, graceful, beautiful little creatures, and I think 
I prefer to keep it that way: I don’t know want to 
know how or why they sometimes disappear com- 
pletely for weeks and then turn up everywhere sud- 
denly. I don’t wish for any explanation of why in all 
my diligent watching and hundreds of sightings that 
one has never turned up at the exact moment and 
place that I was looking for it, or why I can ever 
impress someone else with my spotting ability when 

I set out eagerly to do so,

population of Alabama suddenly rivals that of the 


era of the Cherokees, Creeks, Choctaws, and Chick- 
asaws before the white men appeared to despoil the 
virgin forests. Some element of mystery seems 
essential for the sustenance of the human soul, for 
that element enables us to comprehend the possibil- 
ity of miracles. And the natural miracle of the wild 
deer’s return to Alabama somehow increases. my 
faith in the possibility of human redemption in an 


often sordid and tragic world.

A FOOTNOTE—Recently William Buckley 
devoted his television program Firing Line to the 
subject of the later Senator Joseph McCarthy and 
McCarthyism. When we think of those matters, we 


need to keep at least three cardinal points clearly in 
mind: 


First, the danger of a resurgence of that which we 
call McCarthyism is with us always, for the impulse 
to smear those with whom we disagree seems latent 
in our human nature. Certainly here in Alabama that 
which we call McCarthyism existed before the Sena- 
tor’s rise to prominence and long after his death. 

Second, McCarthyism is deplorable not merely 
because of the harm visited upon innocent people 
but also because it prevents the majority of us from 
coming to grips with the insights of many noble 
dissenters. | 

Third, the excesses of McCarthyism become so 
unplatable that they render suspect and hence often 
ineffectual many commendable efforts to expose the

The President’s Column— 


‘Excellence’ for Auburn

Auburn University has an excellent opportunity 
to become an outstanding institution. The ingre- 
dients for distinction are evident—rich tradition, 
quality faculty, capable students, a committed board 
of trustees, loyal alumni, and a supportive populace. 

Auburn's heritage, rooted in its liberal arts begin- 
nings and augmented by the land-grant philosophy, 
has represented a desirable blend among the liberal, 
technical, and professional worlds. This heritage 
created an environment which has guided develop- 
ment of the university, and endowed it with the 


character which makes it so unique. Auburn's history 
is one of faculty achievement, often under conditions

Auburn's personality, marked by distinctive pro- 
grams and warm, friendly human relationships, has 
attracted able students and provided them with an 
education and spirit which distinguishes them 
throughout life. The loyalty and. dedication of 


‘Auburn's alumni is legend—and is a result of the 


bonding experiences encountered in this environ- 
ment. , 

These are elements of Auburn's heritage which 
we wish to preserve. Yet, an outstanding compre- 
hensive graduate and research university approach- 
ing the twenty-first century must be more. In the 
paragraphs which follow, I would like to share my 
feelings about Auburn University’s future. 

Classroom teaching long has. been Auburn's 
strength, and we shall continue to emphasize quality 
classroom instruction as a top priority. Auburn is 
already a major comprehensive university, but in the 
years of the next decade we plan to build upon the 
excellent programs found here, and continue devel- 
opment of those which this institution is uniquely 
qualified to provide. We must continue our quality 
basic programs in the arts, sciences, and humanities. 
Our programs in business and engineering must 
receive our full support. Auburn’s traditional agri- 
cultural areas must be kept vibrant and modern in 
order to serve Alabama, as directed by statute, and to 
help to solve the critical problems of world hunger. 

The only state programs of veterinary medicine, 
architecture, forestry, and pharmacy are located 
here, and we must provide for our students in these 
areas the finest education possible. Our schools of 
nursing, home economics, and education are prepar- 
ing young people for service careers, excellent pro- 
grams here will allow them to contribute more to 
improving the quality of life for all Alabamians. 

Auburn as a major university has responsibility to 
provide the environment, financial support, and 
opportunity for strong commitment to serious inquiry 
and original research into society's formidable prob- 
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lems. In the years ahead, we intend to make every 
effort to emphasize our dedication to research in our 
areas of unique expertise and mandated mission, and 
to increase our financial support by seeking funding 
from every available source. 

An important requirement for a major teaching 
and research university is a strong library. Without a 


complete collection of books, serials, materials, and 


other resources, neither teaching nor research can 
reach its full potential. My goal is to ensure that our 
library has the facilities, staff, and support required 
to provide both high quality services and to achieve 
membership in the Association of Research Libraries. 

Likewise, state-of-the-art computer facilities are 
characteristic of a leading university. We have 
already effected a plan designed to upgrade our 
hardware and to improve services requisite for 
instruction, research and administrative purposes. 

Auburn's future will be one of controlled growth 
in response to changing requirements of society. I do 
not envision Auburn serving significantly larger 
enrollments, but there will be new or altered aca- 
demic programs to prepare our students for the 
rapidly emerging high technology era. Expansion of 
graduate programs will result from developing dis- 
ciplines, and in response to the needs of the profes- 
sions and industries in the nation. 

Research will be recognized as being ever more 
important to the industrial development of Ala- 

_bama, and we shall continue to place emphasis in 
those areas particularly suited to Auburn’s strengths. 
In recognition of the wide variety of expertise 
located here, we accept an obligation to share it 
throughout the state. Thus, public service programs, 
long an Auburn trademark, will undergo expansion— 
both in number and in the variety of fields embraced. 

My enthusiasm for the future is tempered only by 
the realities of the times. The 1980s are not likely to 
be easy ones for public institutions. What we do will 
be monitored by external groups, and we will be 
called upon regularly to account for the decisions we 
make. Auburn will develop and flourish to the 
degree that we engage in sound and disciplined 
planning and are effective in communicating our 
special requirements to funding agencies. I believe 
that Auburn people working cooperatively will be 
successful on both fronts. 

Regardless of the challenges which will be 
encountered, Auburn's inherent strengths are such 
that it will continue to emerge as an outstanding 
university. Auburn’s future is bright—so long as we. 


O) Remain true to our heritage and ideals, evaluating 
and interpreting them in the context of current 
conditions. 


LU) Place emphasis on the individual—the individual 
faculty member or staff employee and the individual 
student. | 


O Maintain a commitment to excellence in all uni- 
versity activities. 

CO) Work cooperatively in establishing direction and 
pursuing goals. 


CO) Engage in full and open discussion of topics of 
concern, all the while trusting and respecting various 
alternate positions. 


(1) Command the support of loyal alumni and the 
larger society. 


QO) Direct our energies to programs and activities 
consistent with Auburn’s mission and most fitted to 
our strengths. 


Once more, I believe Auburn University is des- 
tined for excellence. We will encounter and sur- 
mount many challenges as we move to make our 
place among the nation’s recognized top-drawer

Television’s Other Heroes

EDITOR'S NOTE: Paul Hemphill'59 wrote the follow- 
ing tribute to Laurens Pierce '39 for The Baltimore Sun 
soon after Mr. Pierce’s death in August. Mr. Pierce, as 
does Paul, served on the Auburn advisory council for 
journalism and communication. Back in 1973, Paul wrote 
an article about Mr. Pierce for TV Guide. Some anecdotes 
from that article appear at the end of the column. 


It is difficult to believe that ten years have passed 


since that broiling summer afternoon when Alaba- 


ma’s George Corley Wallace, off on yet another 
Quixotic run for the Presidency of the United States, 
finished saying what he had to say to a crowd 
gathered in a shopping center at Laurel, Maryland. 
There had been the ususal rhetoric, the usual WAL- 
LACE FOR PRESIDENT boaters and homemade 
posters, the usual cheers and catcalls. To the members 
of the press corps assigned to tail the Alabama gov- 
ernor during the campaign it was just another day on 
the hustings. Most of them were already on the press 
bus, taking in the air conditioning and making plans 
for dinner, when Wallace made an impromptu move 
into the crowd to do some old-fashioned hand- 
shaking. Only Laurens Pierce of CBS-TV went with 
him. | 7 
_ Pierce would later demure by saying that all of the 
cameramen at CBS were under orders to keep the 


- film rolling at all times—it was, after all, open sea- 


son on the Kings and the Kennedys—but none of his 


peers was surprised that he chose to stick around for | 


a few more minutes. “Laurens” said one, “would 
cover a neighborhood softball game like the World 


Series.” And so it was that this feisty 56-year-old — 


veteran of countless Southern scrapes during the 
“civil rights days” flipped his glasses atop his gray- 


ing head and knocked some bodyguards out of his 


way and plunged ahead no more than five feet 
behind George Wallace. Everybody in America saw 
the rest on CBS that evening: a gun rather than a 
friendly hand coming out of the sea of hands and 
faces, pistol shots, screaming, blood, Wallace sprawled 
on his back, Cornelia Wallace rushing to cover him 
as Ethel Kennedy had covered Bobby and Jacqueline 
had covered John, bodyguards grabbing a zealot 
named Bremer, shouting and wailing and the hyster- 
ical whining of ambulances. It was a remarkable 
piece of television footage, recorded by a remarkable 
man, and it won for Laurens Pierce an Emmy Award. 
Soon after the assassination attempt at Laurel | 
hung out one afternoon at Pierce’s house in the 
suburbs of Atlanta and he talked about it. Why didn’t 
he bail out of there instead of standing in Bremer’s 
line of fire? “Hell, I'd fought to get the best seat in 
the house and I wasn’t about to give it up. Why 
didn’t he drop his camera and help Wallace? “The 
reason we didn’t get good film when Bobby was shot 
was because our man was a good friend of Bobby’s 
and he tried to help him. George and I are very good 
friends, too, but he had plenty of people there to help 
him. My job was to show the world what happened.” 
Laurens was on a leave of absence from the CBS 
southeastern bureau so he could continue working in 
his garage on a super-lightweight camera he felt 
would “revolutionize the way we cover news.”

J have just received my September 
copy of The Auburn Alumnews, and onthe 
first page I read about the destruction of 
Broun Hall. It saddens me to think that my 
alma mater would care so little about pre- 
serving a part of its history. 

I'll have to agree with most in. that 


Broun is an “awkward” building, confusing | 


to the eye. However, it has its own beauty 
and usefulness. Sure it would be easier and 
probably less expensive to tear Broun 
down and build a new building which 
would be more functional. There is more to 
it than that. Your great-grandmother or 
great aunt may not be the loveliest of 
belles, but she has a beauty about her. She's 
serene and wise and accepts life for what it 
iS. 

I only had one class in Broun Hall when I 
attended Auburn. That was Art 101 or 
such. It was in a huge room; the ceiling 
seemed as high as the room was wide. I 
enjoyed that class; it was peaceful. The 
building had a lot to do with my feelings 
toward that class. I wasn't even an art stu- 
dent, but I felt safe and secure just.the 
same. 

My wife and I live on Birmingham's 
south side in a house that will soon be a 
century old. It needs a lot of work, but it is 
full of the charm and grace of a world past. 

Maybe I'm a little overprotective of his- 
torical artifacts, but I feel the necessity to 
write this letter. I know that one letter 
can’t save a building or sway people's opin- 
ions but it is something I feel compelled to 
do. Auburn University can’t afford to lose 
such a large chunk of its history as Broun 
Hall. It’s survived many storms on its own. 
Now it could use a little help.

Architect Believes 
Proposed Broun 
Replacement Needs 
Further Study 


The proposed engineering building is a 
welcome, necessary step in the expansion 
and improvement of research at Auburn 
University. The present plan, however, 
has two major flaws which deserve serious 
reconsideration: demolition of Broun Hall 
and the physical scale of the building pro- 
posed to replace it. 

Broun Hall is representative of the Neo- 
Classical Movement in this country—a 
movement which is now showing signs of 
a resurgence. Although I cannot defend the 
architectural purity of Broun Hall, it ts one 
of the few buildings of merit in Auburn and 
along with Samford, Langdon, Biggin and 
Hargis Halls, is part of the federally pro- 
tected Auburn Historic District. The loss 
of any of these buildings threatens the 
integrity of the district and the ambience of 
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the university and the Auburn community. 

In addition to their historic and aesthetic 
significance, these buildings have an eco- 
nomic and functional value. Broun Hall is 
solidly constructed of massive load-bearing 
brick walls with thick plaster surfaces, 
heavy wood beams, and solid wood floors 
enclosing spacious rooms. Cost would pro- 
hibit the university from building a replace- 


ment of comparable quality today. New 


buildings at Auburn are typically constructed 
of less durable materials—concrete block, 
vinyl tile, and lightweight acoustical ceiling 
tiles. Broun is 50-80 years old; if properly 
maintained, its materials and workman- 


ship indicate it might well outlast many of 


the university's newer buildings. 

One important economic reason to save 
Broun Hall is the loss of federal funds 
which would result from its demolition. 
The Historic Preservation Act of 1966 pro- 
tects significant buildings, such as Broun 
Hall, by withholding federal money for 
demolition and new construction and by 
carefully studying other federal funds, such 
as research grants, for studies in new facili- 
ties which violate Section 106 of that Act. 
Broun Hall would be replaced by a building 


‘whose costs would reach 30-40 million dol-

lars. Spokesmen for the National Trust 
and the Alabama Historic Commission 
emphasize that if Broun is destroyed, 
Auburn University will not be able to use 
any federal funds for the demolition or 
construction of any of the phases of the 
proposed engineering facility. 

The second problem with the plan for 
the engineering building is the scale of the 


facility. The revised Bartholomew Master — 


Plan Study of October, 1981, proposes that 
a single, 550-600,000 square foot building 
be put on the site. This building would 
exceed Haley Center by 150-200,000 square 
feet. The whole complex would be equival- 
ent to Haley Center with four Biggin Halls 
atop it. It would dwarf everything around— 
even Samford Hall—and would violate the 
scale and unity of the city of Auburn and 
Auburn University. For the solution to this 
problem of scale, we may again return to 
Broun Hall. Studies have been made which 
show that Broun Hall can work easily with 
Phase I of the new engineering facilities to 
provide inexpensive, spacious classrooms 
and offices. Phase II could easily fit where 
shop buildings 1, 2, and 3 are now, or just 
west of the Union Building. Parking could 
fir into the slot not selected for Phase II. 


Each of these buildings would be in scale 

with structures such as Wilmore Labora- 

tory. By renovating Broun Hall, as the uni- ° 
versity has done with the University Chapel, 

Samford Hall, Hargis Hall, and the Com- 

puter Center, the university could use fed- 

eral funds now and into the future, have 

good usable space, and preserve a land- 

mark for the citizens of Auburn and the 

alumni of Auburn University. 


Broun Hall is a handsome, functional 
building. Its destruction would be a serious 
and unnecessary loss to Auburn Univer- 
sity. Certainly the Engineering School 
deserves and should have fine research 
facilities, but the building must not unne- 
cessarily destroy the scale and fabric of the 
university. 

One of the functions—and joys—of 
architecture is to provide a rich sense of 
place for the activities of the people who 
visit, work, and live in a community. In 


- cities and institutions throughout the Uni- 


ted States, older buildings are being sensi- 
tively adapted for reuse and union with 
new structures. In saving Broun Hall and 
moderating the scale of the proposed engi- 
neering facility, Auburn has the opportun- 
ity to make a decision which is at once 
aesthetically satisfying and economically 
sound. | 

I hope further study and attention will 
be given:to this matter.

Some Information 
About Ross Pool . 


On the assumption that “half a loaf is 
better than none,” here’s the solution to a 
part of the mystery of Ross Pool, which 
was constructed during my undergraduate 
days at Auburn. 

When? The Ross Pool was constructed 
during the 56-'57 academic year. The ‘57 
Homecoming festivities (fall 1957) cele- 
brated the 100th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the East Alabama Male College; it 
was celebrated as our Centennial. Ross 
Pool was dedicated as a part of those ‘57 
Homecoming festivities, although con- 
struction had been completed several 
months before the Homecoming date.* _ 

Did Class of 42 War Bonds Build Ross 
Pool? I’m not sure. | do know that Ross 
Pool was a gift of a former Auburn class. I 
also know that the class which gave the 
Pool was honored at the 57 Homecoming. 
Classes are normally honored at 5-year 
intervals (10th, 15th, 20th, 25th, etc., anni- 
versaries). Since 1957 was the 15th anni- 
versary of the Class of '42 and since Ross 
Pool was a gift of a class honored in'57, it is 
entirely possible that the Class of “42 
cashed its war bonds and built Ross Pool. 

Other Facts About Ross Square. I have 
not seen Ross Square in many years. 
Assuming it has not changed significantly, 
a visitor to Ross Square will find an inter- 


esting pattern of sidewalks similar to the 
bars on the Union Jack. There is a reason 
for the pattern. When Ross Hall and Ross 
Square were built (several years before 
Ross Pool, the Student Union and other 
nearby structures), no sidewalks were pro- 
vided. Some said funds were exhausted 
before sidewalks were built and others said 
the construction of the sidewalks was 
deliberately delayed. Regardless of which is 

correct, the sidewalk pattern resulted from 
“paving the footpaths” worn through the 
well-kept lawn of Ross Square. The side- 
walk contractor simply “squared” the paths 
to provide straight walks and for symme- 
try, but the general criss-cross pattern was 
established by the students and faculty who 
“cut across the grass” of Ross Square. All 
the diagonal walks crossing Ross Square 
originally intersected at a single point in 
the center of the Square. The exact inter- 
section was removed by the excavation for 
Ross Pool. 

Other Facts About Ross Pool. A/um- 
news refers toa ‘fish pool” in Ross Square. 
During construction, anyone referring to 
Ross Pool as a ‘fish pool” or “fish pond” 
was quickly corrected; Ross Pool was to be 
a “reflecting pool.” As usual, those stu- 
dents who viewed it as a fish pond had the 
last laugh. After completion and even 
before dedication of Ross Pool, many 
Monday mornings found employees of the 
Physical Plant “converting the pool froma 
fish pond back to a reflecting pool.” Cer- 

‘tain students, who will remain nameless 
(and certainly A/umnews would not expect 
any confessions from me), found great joy 
in stocking Ross Pool with large catches of 
catfish and bream from the Chattahoochee 
River, Lake Chewacla and other local waters. 
For obvious reasons, these activities 
occurred on Sundays around midnight. One 
weekend student trip to the Florida beaches 
produced a memorable redecoration of 
Ross Pool. Monday morning, early pas- 
sersby chuckled as they saw a large variety 
of sealife (most of it dead, of course), 
including starfish, crabs, oysters, shrimp 
and several fish. The shores” of Ross Pool 
were complete with white sand, shells, 
sanddollars, and even a beach umbrella. 

Ross Pool holds some fond memories 
for me as do many other features of OI 
Auburn. I wish Professor Tom Cope luck in 
solving the rest of the mystery of Ross 
Pool.

Auburn Television 
Gets $100,000 
Documentary Grant 


Auburn Television has received a 
$100,000 joint grant from the Linn-Henley 
Charitable Trust and The Committee for 
the Humanities in Alabama to develop a 
documentary on Alabama's earliest people. 

“The show will piece together, like clues 
in a good mystery, the discoveries of the 
life and conditions of Alabama prehistoric 
inhabitants,” explained Bruce Kuerten, 
project director. “We want to give Alabam- 
ians a clear picture of their archaeological 
roots. | 

Archaeological remains in Alabama give 
evidence of cultures dating back to the Ice 
Age and demonstrating that mammoths, 
giant sloths, and buffalo were hunted here. 
The documentary should be ready for view- 
ing by fall 1983. i | 

In addition to the documentary, three 
slide presentations with accompanying 
study guides will be produced for use in 
Alabama schools. “The slide shows will 
greatly expand the life of the project,” 
explains Maryanne Culpepper co-project 
director. ‘Slides can be used over and over 
by groups of all sizes.” 


The idea for the project came from John 
C. Henley, Ill, chairman of Birmingham 
Printing and Publishing Co., and a trustee 
of the Linn-Henley Charitable Trust which 
is providing major funding for the Project 
The Trust was established by the late Wal. 
ter E. Henley, a 1898 graduate of Auburn 
and chairman of Birmingham Truse 
National Bank. 

The $50,000 grant from the Committee 
for the (CHA) Humanities in Alabama fe 
the largest grant for a project ever made by 
the group. CHA is a state program of the 
National Endowment for The Humanities,

Tim Dorsey 
Plainsman

For the majority of Aluamnews readers 
who are not familiar with Tim Dorsey, the 
junior marketing major who was recently 


elected 1982-83 Plainsman editor, here are 


a few samples of his work: 

“The topic of this week's column is Love 
Auburn Style’ or, more accurately, ‘Check- 
book Romance.” 

‘It’s an established Auburn tradition; 
everything after 12 o'clock on Friday is 
strictly on a volunteer basis.” 

“Having numerous well-proportioned 
bronze bodies parade in front of you is not 
an ordeal to be taken lightly. . . My only 
hope may be to stumble into the thing 
[judging the Miss Auburn Tan Contest] as 
wasted as possible, for my own protection. ” 

That's Tim in print. In person he’s 
somewhat more reserved. In fact, he’s 
downright quiet, almost conservative of 
personality. Tim is perceptive; you can tell 
it from his columns. When you discover 
he’s a quiet type, that only works to spur 
interest in what he’s thinking about: you 
know he’s taking in his surroundings and 
you know his ideas, even if you don’t agree, 
will be interesting. 

Tim Dorsey came to Auburn from 
Nashua, N.H., three years ago on a Navy 
ROTC scholarship. He has since foregone 
the scholarship. Tim, who has also lived in 
Florida, has been involved in student 
government at Auburn, as well as spending 
time as a WEGL disc jockey, a contributor 
to The Circle, and a columnist for The 
Plainsman. 

He has been active in various activities 
while at Auburn because he believes in 
associating with as many different types of 
people as possible. “My family on my 
father’s side has a deep Southern tradition 
because they formerly owned a plantation 
in Louisville, Ky.,” Tim said. “I went to 
high school in New Hampshire. I don't 
have any problems considering myself a 
Yankee or a Southerner. I think it’s good to 
associate with people of other types because 
they ali have something to offer. I'm 
neither a Northerner nor a Southerner. I'm 
an American.” | 

Tim also has ideas on what The Plains- 
man should offer. He has already taken 
steps to implement some of these ideas 
into this year’s campus paper. ‘I think the 
purpose of the paper is to provide students 
with the most complete coverage possible 
of any news affecting Auburn students, 
whether that news originates on campus, 
in the town, or around the state,” he says. ‘I 
plan to broaden the news coverage for this 
year. I've turned our system into a ‘beat’ 
system where several staff writers will 
have regular coverage areas, We will also 
use a research staff. They will primarily 
work on stories which will take more than 
a few days to research. Another change will 
deal with our graphic design—I want to 
have a consistently dynamic approach to 
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PLAINSMAN EDITOR—Tim Dorsey, editor of the 1982-83 Plainsman, usually doesn't get this 
dressed up for going to the office although he’s very interested in giving this year’s paper a polished 
image. From New Hampshire but with Southern ancestry, Tim considers himself neither a 
Northerner nor a Southerner but an American. His favorite writers are those who puncture the 


balloons of hypocrisy and pomposity. 


make the pages appealing to the reader.” 
This year's Plainsman will add those 


dimensions because Tim thinks Auburn 


students deserve them. “I feel Auburn's is a 
very literate student body,” he says. “They 
care about what happens to the university 
and to themselves. I believe in an uncom- 
promised flow and access of information. 
Inflation might dictate that we include 
more ads or have fewer pages, but we won't 
be compromising with the news.” 

Another aspect of The Plainsman read- 
ers hope Tim won't compromise is his 
unique style, a Lewis Grizzard-type of 
satire which, although sometimes ailing 
from Tim's lack of experience, usually 
makes a point and always is readable. 

“Taking the satirical approach to an 
issue can more effectively illustrate the 
irony of hypocrisy,’ Tim said. “I think 
hypocrisy is the most prevalent underlying 
factor among our social problems. This 
stems from distortions in self-perception 
and perceptions of the environment.” Tim 
figures the best way to illustrate the prob- 
lems is to show us ourselves and let us 
decide. Some of the writers who became 
most famous for doing just that are among 
Dorsey's favorites: Russell Baker, Joseph 
Heller, Kurt Vonnegut, Mark Twain, 
Woody Allen, and SJ. Perelman. 


So this year should be an interesting one 
for Plainsman teaders. Tim has said he 
admires Auburn administrators’ profes- 
sionalism, but insists hé “would never 


‘become a yes-man,” adding it is part of the 


newspaper's job to “watch the administra- 
tors as well as the student leaders and state 
leaders” in order to protect the student 
body. | 

After his Auburn career, Tim hopes to 
find the best way to enter a writing career. 
“I don’t know how yet,” he says seriously. 
You can bet it won't take him too long to 
find out. |

A special group of 37 freshmen entering 
Auburn this fall are recipients of Alumni 
Academic Scholarships for the 1982-83 
school year. Thirty-three of the students 
come from the state of Alabama, two from 
Tennessee, and one each from Florida and 
New York. Of these recipients, 14 are 


women and 23 are men. The Alumni Aca- 
demic Scholarships are provided by Auburn 
alumni through the Alumni Association's 
Annual Giving Program and are Auburn's 
only scholarships which are based on aca- 
demic achievement alone. 

This year's recipients, the third such 
group of freshmen to be chosen, come 
from a wide variety of backgrounds and 
interests although engineering dominates 
as a career choice. Twenty-seven plan to 
enroll in the School of Engineering, eight 
in Arts and Sciences, one in Architecture 
and Fine Arts, and one in Agriculture. 
High school averages range from a low of 
3.611 toa high of 4.0. From a possible 36, 
the lowest ACT score is 29 with the top 
score being 34. 


Haskell Beckham of Sylacauga looks 
forward to a promising future in chemical 
engineering. He became particularly inter- 
ested in textiles after working at Avondale 
Mills and would like to continue this inter- 
est at a chemical engineering plant. A 
member of First United Methodist Church, 
Haskell serves on the Administrative Board, 
Council on Ministries, Recreation Com- 
mittee, youth choir, and ensemble. While 
attending Sylacauga High School, he 
organized and performed with a local 
dance band. | 

As Student Government Association 
president at Dadeville High School, Clay- 
ton Bertholf took part in community activ- 
ities that would benefit the Pensions and 
Security Office. With a degree in computer 
engineering, he hopes to some day work 
with NASA. Clayton's present goals are to. 
“maintain a 3.0 grade point average through 
college and to fultill my mental capacity as 
much as possible.”

Auburn Profiles

“If they like us in Birmingham, Hunts- 
ville and Columbus, they love us in Yuka- 
tat!” according to AU Profiles host Joe Wil- 
liams. ‘There isn't an Auburn graduate 
within miles of Yukatat, Alaska, but some- 
one working on the pipeline a few years 
back heard the program and introduced it 
to KJEP, a new station in a small, half 
Indian, half Caucasian community. ” 

AU Profiles, a five-minute radio pro- 
gram, five times a week, has been airing 
there for the past two years of its eighteen 
and one-half year life. 

Celebrating its 900th week the first of 
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August, the program is aired presently 
over 50 different stations throughout the 
state and Georgia as well as Alaska. It was 
begun in 1964, the brainchild of Ed Craw- 
ford, first director of Auburn University’s 
department of university relations. Its first 
host was David Blakeman, and it was sup- 
ported in part by a grant from Ampex. 

Boasting 4500 different programs, Pro- 
files was begun not so much to acquaint the 
public with AU as to let listeners share in 
the rich and varied experiences in higher 
education. In addition to the specialized 
expertise of campus professors and admin- 
istrators, greats and near-great visitors to 
campus have been guests on the show. 

Such persons as Harry Reasoner, Jack 
Anderson, Dan Rather, Leonard Nimoy, 
John Houseman, Bruce Jenner, Judith Crist, 
and Dr. Benjamin Spock have been heard 
during the 22,500 minutes of air time. 
Former President Gerald Ford and astro- 
nauts Ken Mattingly 58 and Henry Harts- 
field ‘54 were the most recent public fig- 
ures to be interviewed. . 

While some persons are easy to inter- 
view and ‘practically never stop talking,” 
others freeze in front of the microphone in 
the tiny Martin Hall Studios,’ Williams 
says. 

“Usually I have enough notice to bone 
up on the subject when someone in a spe- 
cialized field is to be my guest. But since I'm 
not all that knowledgeable about most of 
the subjects, I just keep asking questions I 
think others would like the answers to. 
Eventually I have enough for a good five- 
minute segment, if not a series of five- 
minute programs.” 

Blakeman remembers an endless 90- 
minute interview with a Japanese visitor 
through an interpreter. When it was all 
over, he told the interpreter to thank his 
guest and the guest answered in perfect 
English, “Thank you. It was my pleasure.” 

There are regulars, too. Alumni, suppor- 
ters, and maybe even the opposition, like to 
know what's happening in the world of 
sports, particularly football and basketball. 
Appropriate coaches have been interviewed 
over the years. There is also an update on 
the economy every quarter from the

Department of Economics and executives- 
in-residence in the School of Business. 


Reflecting the concerns of the time, AU 
Profiles is a small history featuring Auburn 
University through growing pains of new 
construction and enrollment, civil rights: 
movements, to national and international 
political, social and art trends. 


Allof the programs are stored in the AU 
Archives, but the additional time they took 
to produce is stored only in the minds of 
the program’s hosts and the numerous 
secretaries, typists, interns and work-study 
students involved. Following Blakeman,

there have been hosts Jim Yeaman, Wade 
Medlock, John Matthews, Craig DuPriest, 
and Paul Ellen. 

The average interview session lasts from 
30 to 40 minutes. Editing the tape after- 
wards can be time-consuming to fit all of 
the salient points into five minutes. (There 
are no commercials.) Tapes must then be 
dubbed (duplicated), enclosed in mailing 
boxes, and sent to the stations at least two 
weeks ahead of time, with a cue sheet list- 
ing program subjects, guests, and other 
pertinent information. 

“Getting the tapes returned is some- 
times a problem,” according to Williams. 
Each tape is good for about ten dubs and 
periodically he and Carl Voelcker, head of 
AU radio and television services, visit the 
stations to pick up the tapes and check on» 
interest in the program. 

Blakeman’s first guest in 1964 was Jay 
Brumfield 51, then director of admissions 
and now at the University of Kentucky. 
They discussed the difficulties of “getting 
started” in college. 

Guest for the 900th week is the former 
Methodist minister Charles Britt, now a 
professor in family and child development, 
who talks about contempory courtship and 
marriage. — 

“Program times vary,” says Williams, an 
AU graduate who has hosted the program 
since 1979. “Locally, WAUD generally airs 
us at 5:20 p.m., WJHO at 12:30 p.m., 
WERI at 10:15 a.m. and WEGL at 6:30 
a.m.” Persons in other areas can call their 
stations to get the exact time. 

And if you ever get to Yukatat, Profiles 
comes on at 9:15 a.m.,’ Williams says.

Auburn 28 Wake Forest 10 


Quarterback Randy Campbell and 
freshman running back Bo Jackson ignited 
Auburn's wishbone and the heralded Tiger 
defense practically shut down Wake Forest's 
capable offense as Auburn claimed a season- 
opening 28-10 win over the Demon Dea- 
cons Sept. || in Jordan-Hare Stadium. 

Campbell, starting for the first time 

after three years of injuries and sitting on 

the bench, hit 9 of 18 passes for 95 yards 
and directed most of the 413 yards Auburn 
piled up rushing with a steadiness that 
brought a smile to Coach Pat Dye. Dye’s 
only criticism concerned Campbell's hurry- 
ing of a few passes, which should improve 
with experience. 

Two Auburn backs gained more than 
100 yards—junior Lionel James ran 10 
times for 118 and Jackson picked up 123 
yards on 10 tries. James gained 67 of his 
yards on his first carry as he got the call on 
AU's fourth play from scrimmage, broke 
through the line, and ran through three 
tackles to get Auburn on top with a little 
over a minute elapsed. Auburn scored the 
next time it gained possession, too, driving 
71 yards in 12 plays with fullback Ron 
O'Neal ramming in froma yard out. It was 
during this drive that Jackson first entered 
the game. The heralded freshman swept 
around left end 11 yards on his first carry. 
He later scored a second quarter touch- 
down on a one-yard run and a fourth quar- 
ter TD on a 44-yard romp, a play which 
allowed Jackson to show the fans his cat- 
quick moves and blazing speed as he 
shifted gears to avoid the last two Deacon 
defenders. , 

Clayton Beauford shared quarterback 


duties with Campbell and gained 63 yards - 


on 10 carries. Beauford showed he has 
learned to pitch out to the halfbacks, some- 
thing he rarely did last year. This opens up 

_ the Tiger offense when he’s in the game, as 
evidenced on a 71-yard scoring scramble 
which was called back because of a clipping 
penalty. 

While the Auburn offense spent the 
evening piling up yards, the Tiger defense 
allowed Wake Forest only 16 yards rushing 
on 32 attempts and 201 yards passing, 
most of which the Deacons gained in their 
own territory. Only once did the defense 
break down—on a 32- -yard touchdown pass 
from quarterback Gary Schofield to Tim 
Ryan. Schofield’s performance was a far 
cry from last year’s game against the inex- 
perienced Auburn defensive backfield in 
which he passed for 265 yards and drove 
the Deacons at will in the second half. 

Of particular interest at the W.ake Forest 
game was the crowd of 59,350, the largest 
season opening crowd in Auburn history, 
surpassing the 55,000 mark set in the 1975 
Opener against Memphis State. Auburn’s 
defense against the Deacon rush (16 yards 

on 32 attempts) was the finest by an AU 
team since the 1968 defense held 6th 
ranked Miami to a minus 85 yards rushing 
in a 31-6 homecoming upset.

Auburn 21 Southern Miss. 19 


The passing attack Pat Dye knew 
Auburn’s Randy Campbell possessed sur- 
faced early in the Southern Mississippi 
game and, along with a courageous effort 
by the Tiger defense and a little help from 
the clock, helped Auburn hold off the 
tough Golden Eagles 21-19 on Sept. 18 at 
Jordan-Hare Stadium. 

Campbell completed 9 of 15 passes for 
166 yards, including scoring tosses of 47 
and 51 yards to split end Mike Edwards, 
and gained another 40 on the ground to 
direct the offense. For the second straight 
week, Auburn scored barely a minute into 
the game. After the teams traded turnovers 
on their first series, Campbell underthrew 
Edwards down the left sideline. However, 
the 6-4 senior leaped above the Southern 
Miss defender, outfought him for the ball, 
and waltzed into the end zone. 

The Campbell-to-Edwards team hooked 
up again early in the second half with 
Ewards streaking behind the defense and 


Campbell hitting him in stride. Bo Jackson 


also scored for Auburn on a five yard run 
on Auburn's second possession of the third 
quarter, a 68-yard drive directed by Clayton 
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Beauford. All three extra points were 


' kicked by Al Del Greco, who at that point 
had hit 55 straight PATs to lead the nation. 


The Tiger defense held the Golden 
Eagles to a pair of field goals through the 
first three quarters, but Heisman Trophy 
candidate Reggie Collier got on track in the 
fourth period to lead his team to one of the 
wildest finishes Jordan-Hare Stadium has 
ever seen. Southern Miss scored two 
touchdowns in the fourth quarter, but 
missed on a two-point conversion after the 
first score to trail by 21-19 with just over 3 
minutes left. The Golden Eagles got the 
ball back at their 26 after an Auburn punt 
with about two minutes left. From there 
Southern Miss, aided by a pair of penalties 
against Auburn, drove to the Tiger 33 with 
18 seconds left. Rather than send in the 
field goal team, they elected to try one 
more pass to get in better field goal range. 
That pass was complete to the Auburn 27, 
but the clock ran out before Southern Miss, 
out of timeouts, could get another snap to 
stop the clock. |

Auburn 24 


Pat Dye's second Auburn football team, 
after a pair of twilight wins over teams the 
Tigers were supposed to beat, hit the 
Jordan-Hare Stadium turf in bright sun- 
shine Sept. 25 and didn’t stop until late 
afternoon when the Tennessee Volunteers 
were put to rest. Auburn won its first SEC 
contest 24-14 over Tennessee, the Tigers’ 
first win over the Vols since 1978. 

The game was not near as close as the 


10-point margin indicates. Except for two 


long—39 and 78 yard—scoring passes from 
UT quarterback Alan Cockrell to road- 
runner Willie Gault, the Vols gained only 
200 yards, a mere 94 on the ground in 36 


attempts. Auburn's defense forced four 
turnovers, including a pair of interceptions 


by sophomore David King. 
Auburn controlled the ball for more 
than 35 minutes against Tennessee, and 


ground out 357 yards rushing, including —

Quarterback Randy Campbell completed 
only one pass, but the 39-yard completion 
to split end Chris Woods on Auburn's 
second play set up the Tigers’ first score,a 
20 yard dash by Jackson. James and Jackson 
teamed for a halfback pass which gained 43 
yards to keep a fourth quarter drive alive. 
Jackson’s leaping catch would have been

Coach Jack Crowe 
And the Order of 
The Sacred Gridiron

Jack Crowe doesn't want me to write this 
article. 

“I'd rather you didn’t write about me, ” 
Auburn's new offensive coordinator says, 
his red eyebrows shooting up like flames 
across a forehead florid and freckled from 
| 1 years of roaming the sidelines of Ameri- 
ca’s Saturday afternoon worship services. 
His right hand taps.a nervous beat on the 
desktop with a pen, bouncing staccato 
echoes off the white block walls of his cub- 
byhole in the catacombs of the Coliseum. 

I can't read his face. Have 1 come too 
near the door marked “No Admittance— 
Skeletons Hidden Inside’? Is this man 
going to hurt me simply because I repres- 
ent the fourth estate? And worse, is he 
going to return me to my editor without a 
story? | 

But his. next statement allays my fears. 
The flames of his eyebrows die down to 
merrily glowing embers, the pen’s annoy- 
ing percussion ceases, his feet swing up 
easily onto his desk, and he says, “I'd much 
rather you write about the football team 
than me.” 

This is no rabid press hater, but a simple 
devout practitioner of the Order of the

Sacred Gridiron displaying the self-deprecia- 
ting, aw-shucks, have-you-called-yo’-mama- 
today manner developed and most per- 
fectly exemplified by the high priest of the 
Order, the Primate of Tuscaloosa, the 
papal Bear, and emulated by the lesser 
divines under his dominion. 
Crowe, 34, has learned his catechism 
well. Not only can he downplay his own 
value—"“Don't give coaching too much 
credit,’ he says, “The coach is about as good 
as the players.” —but he also employs with 
ease the specialized vocabulary peculiar to 
the theology of his denomination—words 


such as positive, discipline, attitude, goals, 


sacrifice, competitive, situation, and sacrt- 
fice. 

He perhaps best demonstrates his facil- 
ity with the terminology (though he also 
shows.arithmetical confusion) when he ts 
asked to name the one thing he would like 
to teach every player he coaches: “Self- 
discipline. The ability to deal with prob- 
lems. The ability to establish goals, to work 
to overcome obstacles to reach those goals. 
Leadership skills. The ability to think 
about goals within the framework of a 
group. | 

Crowe did not start out to join the pig- 
skin priesthood. His original occupational 
goal called for a career as a doctor. But the 
obstacles proved too great, and after receiv- 
ing a degree in chemistry from the Univer- 
sity of Alabama in Birmingham, he heard 
the call to the coaching ministry and joined 
the staff at his alma mater, West End High 


School in Birmingham. 


His rise through the ranks~ has been 
steady. After three undefeated seasons as 
an assistant at the high school level, Crowe 
coached the secondary at Livingston Uni- 
versity while earning a master's degree in 
education, 

He spent five more years at Livingston, 
three as offensive coordinator and two as 
head coach, before tight jas Title 
IX women’s sports funding requirements 
resulted in a de-emphasis of the football 
program and led Crowe to search’ for a 
parish where the parishioners kept the 
offering plate full. 

Two years as offensive coordinator a 
the University of North Alabama and one

in the same capacity at the University of 
Wyoming brought his witness to Auburn 
where one of his first acts was to do hom- 
age by riding by that shrine of Tiger foot- 
ball, the house of the late Ralph (Shug) 
Jordan. 

Crowe is not yet familiar with the loveli- 
est village, and admits that his knowledge 
of the town is limited to “how to get 

between here and my house’ in Whip- 
poorwill Estates, a house he says he bought 
because of its tree-covered lot. 

He explains, “We had a house out there 
|Laramie, Wyo.| that just didn’t have a 
tree. Nothing to block that wind coming 
across the plains. It seemed like every 
house we looked at here we were looking to 
see how many trees it had. This one had 
about 50, and we took it. Now I worry 
about all those trees falling on the house.” 

While Crowe doesn’t know Auburn's 
streets well, he is well versed in Tiger foot- 
ball history. He observes, “It’s been an 
Auburn tradition that the best teams have 
been the teams where the offense was the 
unknown, and the defense was strong.” 

That's how he sees the 1982 Tigers. 
“Defensively we can play with anybody. It's 
a matter of what kind of personality ts 
going to evolve on the other side of the 
ball,” he says. “We're not going to be a 
great offensive team. Anybody who saw 
the spring game can tell you that. We know 
the guys that are out there, and there's no 
magic wand you can wave over them and 
say, Hey, you guys are all four inches taller 
and 25 pounds heavier and faster. | mean, 
that’s them. We just have to develop a 
positive personality. 

Developing a “positive personality asa 
team helps to develop positive personali- 
ties for the individuals involved and their 
institution, Crowe says. He thus says his 
function as a coach is to “draw the alumni 
closer to Auburn University and bring the 
university's factions closer together” and 
to ‘make sure that a young man that comes 
through for four years takes something out 
of the program that he can use in everyday 
life.” 

Even a national championship might 
not be able to bridge the gaps among 


Auburn's factions, but on the individual 
level Crowe says football makes better 
men. “People who do well in football walk 
out of the program and are fairly success- 
ful,” he says. “You can’t make that a rule— 
some of them may wind up in jail—but I 
think the ones that are successful, that 
function well in the football situation gen- 
erally function well in society. 

Because of this success and the fact that 
football pays for much of the rest of the 
athletic program, Crowe says, “| don't 
think at this level football has to apologize 
for anything. If you keep everything in 
perspective there's a lot more positive than 
negative. 

Economists might argue with this sort 
of cost-benefit analysis, and philosophers 
might take issue with the end-justifies-the- 
means reasoning, but Crowe's position 1s 
standard for a young assistant coach, a true 
believer in the Order of the Sacred Grid- 
iron, especially one who has been burned 
before by funding cuts, and who has house 
payments to make and a family to support. 

Crowe's family includes his wife, Gale, 
and two sons, Rusty, 7, and Scott, 3."Tma 
family man,’ Crowe says. “If I'm not here 
on the job, I'm with them.” 

The only indulgence he allows to take 
time from his family and his job is fishing. 
He rejects the pastime approved by the 
gridiron Vatican Council, saying, “I'm not 4 
golfer,” a statement that brands him as a 

minor radical in the ranks of the pigskin 
clergy. , 

But that minuscule shortcoming will 
hardly hinder his ministry, and he may 
even have his own bishopric one day if he 
continues to emphasize the positive, keep a 
good attitude, maintain discipline, reach 
goals—in summary, to remain true to the 
tenets of the religion he has embraced.
